Eating is a matter of training as 
much as anything else, and as the system re- 
quires a considerable amount of food to keep 
the general health up to the proper standard^ 
women should be trained to eat a sufficient 
quantity of wholesome food at regular hours. 
Three meals a day, or even four, are not too 
xnnch for some women, and meat twice a day 
Is indispensable to good health. tJuderfced- 
ing cannot be too severely condemned. It 
weakens the system, making the victim liable 
to an innumerable list of ailments, such as 
•ore throat, backache and neuralgia, besides 
many other ills which, when once fastened 
on the system, are difficult to get rid of —

The Way the Romans Enjoyed Lift. 


The lavish expenditure of the Romans on 


the ccona, the great meal of tho day, was 
often fabulous. Vitellius is actually reported 
to have squandered 400 sestertia, about £8,- 
228, on his daily supper, though surely this 
must be a monstrous exaggeration. The cel- 
ebrated feast to which he invited his brother 
Lucius cost 8,000 sestertia. or £40,350. Sue- 
tonius relates that it consisted of 2,000 differ- 
ent dishes of fish and 7,000 of fowls, and this 
did not oshaust the bill of fare. His daily 
food was luxurious and Burled beyond prece- 
dent. The deserts of Lybia, tho shores of 
Spain and the waters of the Carpathian seas 
were diligently searched to furnish his table 
with dainties, while the savage wilds of Brit- 
ain had to bear their part in replenishing his 
larder. Had ho reigned long Josephus says 
f at he would have exhausted the wealth of 
thj Roman empiie itself. JElius Verus, an- 
other of these worthies, was equally profuse 
in the extravagance of his suppers. 


It is sold that a single entertainment, to 


which only a dozen guests were invited, cost 
0,000,000 sesterces— 6,000 sestertia, that is— or 
nearly £48,500. History relates that his 
whole life was passed eating and drinking in 
the voluptuous retreats of Daphne or at the 
luxurious banquets of Antioch. So profuse, 
indeed, vr as the extravagance of those times 
that to entertain on emperor was to face al- 
most certain ruin ; one dish alone at the table 
of Heliogabalus is said to have cost about 
£4,000 of our money. No wonder these im- 
perial feasts were lengthened out for hours, 
and that every artifice, often revolting in the 
extreme, was used to prolong the pleasure of 
eating, or thatPhiloxenusshould have wished 
that he had the throat of a crane with a deli- 
cate palate all the wny down. One does not 
like to associate tho name of Julius Ctesar 
with habits of low gluttony that would dis- 
grace a prize fighter, and yet, if our memory 
does not play us false, even he did not disdain 
to take emetics to return to his banquets with 
a keen appetite. — The National Eeview.

NOT QUITE A PARADISE. 


The portion of the Sioni reservation to 


be opined to settlement ia not represented 
by tboa* who have given it careful inspec- 
tion to be qaite the paridiie it has been 
supposed to ba. Ei-Uorernor Foster ex- 
prMsed the opioioo, as ilie result of his 
obiMTationg, that a great part of the new 
territory is not -worth much {or agriculture 
He thought that perhaps one-fourth of the 
whole, being arid, cannot be used for graz- 
ing 01 agricultural purposes, and ol the re- 
maining three-fourths the greater portion 
would be beit for grazing. The climatic con. 
ditions would have to change before agrl 
culture could be made a success. As it is, 
the intense heat of the Summers burns up 
the crops. There is insufficient rainfall, 
and irrigation will be necessary. It is an 
excellent region for vegetables, and gen 
•rally for grazing, bnt not for growing 
grain. 


A correspondent who has evidently given 


very carefal study to the entire region to 
be opened ia not altogether flattering in 
his discripiion of it, though he does not go 
so far as Mr. Foster in depreciation of its 
agricultural worth. He remarks that within 
it* boundaries there is snch a variety ol 
soil and condition as would stem adapted 
to fill the wants of an* one seeking a home 
in the newer portion of the West. The 
bottom l»ods along the streams, he BBJS, 
afford the best fncihues for general agricul- 
ture, the soil being m ccaily all cases 
deeper, richer and less susceptible to 
urouth.

"Let it be understood that the territory 
now to be opened is not a paradise1, where 
economy and shrewdness are cot necessary 
for success. Tbere is no more certainty 
of a foil return for the seed sown in this 
region than IB any other, but it is equally 
sure. The home-seeker who conies here 
mast decide to nudergo and forego. There 
will attach to this new region all the dis- 
comforts which are the nsuel accompani- 
ments of every first settlement, bat tue 
man who comes here and is industrious, 
economical and painstaking, will be able to 
build a home and surround himself with 
the comforts of life."

Examined by 


Tcaclierg? 


At the N»shfille meeting of the Na- 


tional Educational Association, strong 
ground WM taken in favor of the proposi- 
tion that teachers, like lawyers, doctors 
and clergymen, have the 
professional 


light to grant licenses to enter th«ir pro- 
fession, and that teachers themselves ought 
to open the door into the homes of theii 
own body. All this is correct in theory 
but with so many teachers who expuct to 
engage in school work but a short time, 
and who are also young, inexperienced 
and incapable of judging correctly in the 
natter, it will be found beet to Uave the 
•laminations of teacher* for the present in 
the hands of thebestqnalifled persons avail- 
able. When teaching becomes a profession 
for all engaged in school work, then and 
not till then teachers should license teach- 
ers. Meantime there should be ia each 
State uniformity in the examication of 
teachers. All the questions nsed in these 
examinations should be prepared by the 
State Board of Education, and this Board 
ahould at some time be enlarged so that a 
majority of its members should be profes- 
sional teachers.

IRRIGATION OF ARID LANDS 


The Plans and "Purposes of 


the Geological Survey. 


WORK OF THE LAHONTAN DIVISION 


Nevada and the Congressional Commit- 


tee. 


The iiiO3t important problem now before 


the people of the United States is tbe 
subject at present being investigated by a 
Congression.il Committee, in pursuance of 
the Act of Congress of October 2, 1888, 
directing a survey to determine the feas- 
ibility of providing a system of water 
storage in the arid sections. The vast area 
west of tbe Rocky mountains capable of 
agriculture when irrigated ia greater than 
mauy countries of the Old Continent com- 
bined, and if made susceptible of cultiva- 
tion by the plan proposed will provide 
homes for double the number of persons 
now living ia the United States. The 
ben< lits to come from it are incalculable. 
The blessings that will flow from such a 
grand work are exemplified on a miniature 
scale by what has been done in and around 
Eeno, where irrigation has transformed 
thousands of acres oi sagebrush soil into 
blooming fields of alfalfa. It is so in other 
portioDS ol tbe State, but what has been 
done is nothing to what will be accom- 
plished when the water now going to wasto 
ia held in reservoirs and utilized to its 
fullest extent. Nine-tenths ol 
all the 


water in this State serves no useful purpose, 
•nd thousands of acres of fertile land can 
be made to produce food for man and 
beast if covered by water. It is a fact 
beyond question that this can bo done, 
•nd it is tbe duty of the National Gov- 
ernment to push the work and provide 
homes (or the millions yet unborn. No 
grander scheme could possibly be imagined, 
and no conquest of ancient or modern 
times will compare with tbe movement 
DOW looking to making "the 
forces of 


Nature subservient to the uses of man," 
•i Senator Jones says, and let it forever be 
remembered to the credit and honor of 
Senator Win. M. Stewart, of Nevada, that 
be has taken up the lines indicated by 
Director Powell, of the United States 
Geological Survey, and is making the 
country understand that it has a gigantic 
work before it, and that now is the accepted 
time to undertake it. 


HOW NEVADA IS INTERESTED. 


The JOUMUL'S readers have been ad- 


vised of every movement pertaining to this 
project since its inoipiency, but Nevada 
has so much at strike that the purpose of 
this attic'* is to again impress upon the 
people the magnitude of the possibilities 
in store for the State, and the hope that it 
shall not be many years ere the Silver 
State shall be classed as one of the greatest 
in the Union. 
' 


This particular division is called the La- 


bcntan, and is under tbe control of Col. 
Lymaa Bridges, and hia assistants, L, E. 
bhortt, Fraocii Bridges, Geo, A. Brown 
and Frank Harrison, all of whom are Civil 
Engineers of splendid repute, and enthus- 
iastic acd devoted believers in their work. 
They have between thirty and forty men 
ia the field, und their progress the past 
four mouths has beeu even marvelona to 
•11. They have completed two systems- 
one called "Tbe System of the Truckee," 
•nd the other "The System of tho Car- 
son." 


"THE S13TEJI OF THE TBTJCKEE." 


The Trnckee river is by far the most im- 


portant stream in Nevada. It receives its 
'apply directly from Lake Tahoe, the most 
noted lake on tbe Pacific Coast, and hav- 
ing an elevation ot 6,167 feet. The river 
first tans north twelve mile", then east 
sixty-nine miles and then north sixteen 
miles where it sinks in Pyramid Lake, at 
•n elevation of 4,890 feet, making a descent 
of over 1,277 feat iu ninety-seven miles. 


Donner Lake is situated three miles 


west of the town of Trnokoe. It is three 
mile* long by one and one-halt miles wide. 
It is proposed to increase tbo present sur- 
face of the lake by raising the. lake twenty 
f«et, there storing u volume of water 40 
feet in depth. This water will be taken 
out of this initial reservoir of tbe Trnckee 
•y»tem through a gate on the north side 
by a canal 20 feet wide and 20 feet deep, 
which will cover the immense plateaus 
north and northeast of Truckee, north of 
Boca, crossing Prosser creek at its bead, 
•nd cover the country between Prosser 
creek and the Little Trnokee, embracing on 
•tea of between 200,000 and 300,000 acres. 
A part ot the water will be conducted into 
Prosier Creek and the Little 'rrnokee, 
and the surplus sent into Dog Valley, west 
oi Verdi, where it is planned to have a 
reservoir OTer two milts square, with a 
depth ot 140 feet, from which the water 
can be used to reach the Summit of Pea- 
Tine Mountain, and carried through Lern- 
mons, Spanish Springs and Warm Springs 
vallt>ys, bringing nnder cultivation one oi 
the richest sections of country ia all this 
van region, and land capable of producing 
the genuine milk and honey, for the soil 
itself ig rich and deep and has a moisture

n itself which with but one irrigating 
would yield a bounteous harvest, and raise 
a second crop of alfalfa without tbo need 
of more water. 


Independence Lake, a body of water at 


present a little larger than Donner, situa- 
ted fifteen miles northwest of Trucker, 
will b<j raised 25 feet, and the water con- 
ducted into the Little Trnckee, and add to 
he volume from Donner in snpplyicg the 
land to be benefited. 
At a point five miles 


below this lake there will be a receiving 
reservoir of two square miles, from 40 to 
50 feet ia depth. Ten miles from the first 
reservoir, near Dog Valley, about four 
miles above Boca will be another receiving 
reservoir. " 


.V&bber Lake, at the head of the Little 


fruckee, COVETS 370 acres, and is 80 feet 
eet deep in the center. 
Hare, at the 


month, is located a dam 20 feet to double 
he surface size, with a depth of 25 feet, 
nabliog the lake to be tapped five feet.

u the top. From this a canal takes tbe 
water on the couth side of the river for a 


istanee of seven miles to John O'Brien's 
anch. Eere the water will bedivided and 
portion of it carried in a pipe 1,300 feet 
o the north side of tho railroad track and 
ben by canal on to the mesa lands north 
! Wadsworth, (bunco to the south of that 
own and on to the so-sailed Kagtown flats 
ad immense plateaus ia thut vicinity. At 
the O'Brien ranch another diverting res- 
ervoir and dam will be located, equal m size 
to tho one at lied Rock, to catch tho over- 
flow from the first. Here two canals will 
>e taken out, one on each side of tbe river. 
On the north the canal will extend to a 
point \y, miles below Wadswoith, having 
an elevation of 70 feet above tho railroad 
track at the station. 'Ihis water will be 
used principally for (he wants of Wads- 
worth itself. The canal oa the south side 
of tbe river will pass through the Divide 
east of town under the track north of 
Wadswortb, and cover the adjacent Hot 
Spring region, joining the waters that will 
oome westward down the Hamboldt from 
Golconda, and creating a vast empire of 
fertile lands. But without this combina- 
tion the combined canals here spoken of 
will famish water for nearly half a million 
acres of good land. 


THE ST.WEM OP THE CAESON. 


The ttource of the Carson river has three 


principal forks — the East, Middle and 
Weit. The system adopted has been to 
locate receiving reservoirs away up on each 
fork where the altitude is sufficiently high 
to prevent evaporation as much as possible. 
Some very eligible places have been found, 
naturally capable of being made gre&t res- 
ervoirs, notably, the Hope valley on the 
west fork. A reservoir has been located 
at the lower end, having granite ledges on 
either side. The dam here will be 150 feet 
high and create a surface of five square 
miles, with an average depth of fifty feet of 
water, 
with 
outlets in solid rock on 


either side of tbe dam, which will drop the 
water into the river in the canyon. Within 
one mile from the foot of the canyon a di- 
verting dam will be constructed with a ca- 
nal on either fcide, 20 feet wide at bottom. 


Tho oannl on the left of the canyon will be 
carried around tbe mountain on top of tbe 
benches nbove Carson valley, past Sheri- 
dan en to Genoa, tbo seepage and surplus 
water of which reaches the west fork of the 
Carsou. The.canal on the right bank will 
convey tbe witter to the month of the 
can- 


yon, through Diamond valley and Dutch 
valley to Long valley, where the central 
grand distributing reservoir for the three 
forks of tbe Carsou has been located. 
At 


the foot of Long vulley an excellent loca- 
tion has been secured for a dam site, situ- 
ated one mile nbove the canyon, whe/e the 
canyon debouches into the valley, and 200 
feet above the head of the Ciirsou volley. 
This dam « ill bo 200 feet long at the bottom, 
800 feet in length at the top, 96 feet *ide at 
bottom ana 24 feet at top; nil will be imbed- 
ded in bed rock. This will be built within a 
radios of 1,422 feet.ciowniag toward the res- 
ervoir. This vriil give fiva fquare miles of 
wa'er with a depth of fifty feet. 
From 


this canals will be extended on either sida 
of the canyon below tbe reservoir, tbe left 
one to tbe high benches and plateaus at tbe 
head of Carson valley, between the East 
and West fork. 
The canal on the right 


will be extended along the right side of tbe 
canyon across the Bant fork and on to tbe 
high pluteaas on (he eastern side of the 
whole length of the Upper Carson Valley, 
to a point opposite iicTarnaban's bridge, 
where it will be tamed into the Carson 
river, n few miles nbove Empire. 
From 


the canals below this main distributing res- 
ervoir, water will be taken as required by 
tbe ranchers. 


Oa the main fork at Pleasant valley, 


three miles above MarkleviUe, in Alpine 
county, Gal., n very advantageous reservoir 
eito has beeu located, having a fine situa- 
tion for a strong yet economical dam, with 
a ledge oc either side, viith a tuple bnildiiig 
stone suitable for the purpose desired of 
constructing the darn. 
It will have a sur- 


face of four milas with a depth of forty feet 
of water. 
Btlow this reservoir the water 


of Hot Spring cte«h. Burnsido lake and 
Charily valley join the waters of the Mid- 
dle Fork about oue mile above MiirkleviIIe, 
and one mile below MarkleviUe the Middle 
Fork connects with East Fork or the main 
Carson. 
Above the junction of the Middle 


Fork with the East Fork are Silver creek, 
Wolf creek and Sliver King creek. 
At 


Wolf Cceek Meadows ft good reservoir site 
can be obtained, covering two square miles, 
with a depth of forty fiet. 
At Silver King 


canyon and Alendow, about two mites 
above thf junction of Wolf creek with the 
East fork, a reservoir can be located hav- 
ing folly as much area as ths one ot Wolf 
oceek. T bis gives the mam natural loca- 
tions for reservoirs well up to the source 
of the main Carson river. From a point 
near Horseshoe Eend, two miles above 
where the Carson river enters Carson val- 
ley, thia East or main fork runs within 
1,000 
feet of the proposed reservoir in 


Long Valley. 
It ia proposed to make a 


cut through a Hc.ddle of forty feet in depth, 
and by an overflow darn across the said 
East Fork to construct a canal to carry the 
waters into the graud central distributing 
reservoir. It will thus be seen that ail the 
receiving reservoirs at tbe headwaters of 
the Carson will control the cashemcnt and 
flood waters of that system and be dis- 
tributed into the Long valley reservoir, 
keeping the latter always up to the max:- 
mum. 
The watershed of the Carson and 


its tributaries is lolly 1,000 square miles 
and can bo made to furnish water for all 
the land possible io bo reclaimed, and give 
the mills along tbe river a bountiful supply 
for crushing ere?.

After all that may bo said or done Lake 


Tahoe is the grand reserve reservoir of the 
Trucked system, and can be made to serve 
both systems. This magnificent body of 
water lies between the eastern and western 
summit ridges of tbe main ridge of the Si- 
erra Nevada mountains, in nearly 'the form 
of a parallelogram, lying north and south, 
nearly two-thirds in Nevada and the re- 
mainder in California. It is about 21 
jnilea in length and OTlween 12 and 15 in 
width, covering 204 square miles, and can 
be made to coa'ain 100 billions of cubic 
[ott of water. The lake is to have a dam 
on the Tahoe Citj side to raise the water 
eight Sect. On the Nevada side a canal is 
proposed to tap the lake 20 f«ot below high 
water, running an open out 4,200 feet in 
length, and then 3 1-10 miles 10x10 2-foot 
of tnnnel crowning arch with a grade of 2 
feet to the mile. Tbe entrance is located 
north of Small's ranch. The exit of* the 
tnnnel ia on the eastern slope at the htad 
of Haines canyon, 1,400 feet tibovo Carson 
Valley. From this tunnel water can be 
carried either north and south along the 
entire western 
side of 
Carson 
Val- 


ley, and also dropped into the West 
Fork, nad through the system of canals 
roach the grand central distributing reser- 
voir in Hope valley, or other reservoirs can 
be formed at convenient places.
